A GHASTLY PLACE. 


Warner’s Account of a Place of Sepul- 
ture in Palermo. 
Letter in San Francisco Chronicle. 
There is one curiosity of Palermo about 
which I hesitate to disturb you. If you were 
to see it, and let your mind dwell on it, you 
probably would not sleep for a week after- 
wards. Of all the fantastic, ghastly and 
sportive dealings with poor mortality that I 
have seen in my short pilgrimage the Con- 
vent of the Cappuccini furnishes. the most 
astonishing. In seeing it I had anew reve- 
lation of the capacities of human nature for 
indulgence in the horrible and the grotesque. 


From the convent we descended into 
the subterranean corridors where 
are exposed, not buried, the 
dried remains of wealthy inhabitants 


of Palermo. These corridors, of which there 
are several, are arched, broad, well-lighted, 
and I should think each a couple of hundred 
feetiong. Theair in them is dry and ap- 
parently salubrious, and one might walk 
through these wide aisles of death in comfort 
if he were blind, On each side ofthese pas- 
sages are long boxes, piled one upon the 
other; not coffins, but boxes, sometimes with 
brass nails, and looking not unlike old- 
fashioned hairtrunks. You might imagine 
yourself in anemigrant’s baggage-room on a 
steamer, butfor some other things in the 
corridors. Each of theze boxes contains a 
dead person. The occupants of part of them, 
which have glass fronts, are visible. 
There they lie grinning in arrested decay, 
with just enough dried skin and flesh on the 
bones to preserve the semblance of humani- 
ty. The poor desiccated bodies have been 
forced into clothes, sometimes into finery, 
and many in this awful dress-parade of death 
wear white kid gloves and fine shoes. But 
this is not the worst. Above these rows of 
boxes hang, in all the limpness of irresponsi- 
bility for appearance which characterizes the 
dead, ranks of mummies, hung by the neck, 
or attached in some way tothe walls of the 
vault. They are pretty uniformly clad in 
sombre monkish robes of cotton, and but for 


the ‘horrible faces staring at you 
might pass for scarecrows. he 
drying process has, drawn the faces 


into all ghastly contortions, in which one 


parted is revealed. Some scowl, some grin 
with malevolence, some smile—that is worst 
of all—and some actually assume a comical 
look that forces your unwilling laughter. 
Sometimes groups of three or four incline 
their dreadful heads to each other as if en- 
joying some post-mortem humorous story. 
lis conceit must be infinite who can walk 
through these ranks of the dried and dis- 
torted dead and not feel humility by such an 
exhibition of his kind. Is it possible tnat we 
shall all look like that! Must all- beauty and 
maniiness and bravery come to that? 
There are many little children, some not a 
span long, living gin their little boxes, decked 
in al] the finery of fond affection, the lace and 
ribbons adding 1 know not what of mockery 
to the weazened baby faces. One entire 
corridor is reserved for the women, and this 
is more pathetic and profoundly disgusting 
than the others. Those who died virgin have 
crowns On their heads and paims or lilies in 
their hands. They were great beauties, I 
doubt not, before they came here, for the 
dark-eyed women of Palermo are comely, but, 
maid, or bride, or wife, they are not beauti- 
ful now, although they repose in silk dresses, 
kid gloves and satin slippers. These be 
dresses for aball, and what a ball and dance 
of death is this? Isit any pleasures for my 
lady to have her partner or lover come and 
see her in this cuise? 
Ilearned that at death the bodies are in- 


year. There is supposed te be something 
peculiar im the soil which dries the body 
without destroying it. Atthe end of a year 
it is taken out, dressed, and either put in its 
box or hung up, in the corridor. Every year 
at least on Ali Souls’ Day, the friends of the 
departed come to look up the frightful re- 
mains. What satisfaction they can have in 
the spectacle I do not know, nor do I under- 
stand how any man or any woman of pre- 
sentable appearance, who has visited these 
corridors in life, can consent to occupy them 
after death. Interment bere was prohibited 
about a year ago. I do not know how long 
the wealthy people of Palermo have been 
exposed here, but we were told, as we walk- 
ed along, that 8,000 hodies were in sight.

—Probate June Term. 


The June term of the Probate Court com- 
menced this morning. During the recess the 


court-room and clerk’s office have been 
cleaned, repainted and re-embellished, 
presenting a cheerful appearance in 


contrast with the sombre surroundings 
of widows, wards and claimaats in mourning 
attire. The court rendered the following de- 
cisions in cases taken under advisement: 
Estate. of Geo. Maehl, application for order 
of distribution. Louts C. Hirschberg, Public 
Administrator, whose term of office expired 
January 1, 1867, took charge of the 


estate of George Maehl in 1864. At the De- 
cember term of the Probate Court, 1867, 
within a year after the expiration of his term, 
Hirschberg made finv! settlement, after due 
notice, showiug a balance in his hands of 
$774 37. Tbe court continued the order of dis- 
tribution, and nothing further was done until 
December 28,1881, over fourteen years after the 
final settlement and fifteen years after Hirsch- 
berg’s term of office, when Anna Moehrer 
moved for anorder of distribution, Judge 
Woerner discusses the power of the court in 
such a case. It has jurisdiction over Mr. 
Hirschberg if the Maehl estate has 
not been fully administered; nor 
was the estate finally settled soasto excuse 
the administrator from turning over the es- 
tate to his successor. The estate belongs to 
the heirs, if any, and until it is ascertained 
who they are and their respective interests 
the fund must aitill be accounted 
for. The applicant has made proof 
of title to one-sixth of the 
estate, one-half of the share of her deceascd 
mother who was a step-sister of the intes- 
trie.

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The Reasons for Father Gleeson’s 
Suspension. 


Mary Donnelly Repeats the Testimo- 
ny She Gave Before Bishop Ryan. 


A Story That Reads Like a Chapter of 
the Decameron. 


The suspension of the Rey. P. J. Gleeson, 
pastor of the Holy Name Church, in North 
St. Louis, by the Archbishop, and the subse- 
quent appeal of the suspenced priest to Rome 
for a reversal of the decision, was the ecciesi- 
astical sensation of the week. As published, 
the case was extremely favorable to Father 
Gleeson anda great deal of comment. and 
surprise was occasioned by the refusal of the 
Archbishop to review the finding of the judi- 
ces causarum. It was believed both in Cath- 
olic and Protestant circles that Father Giee- 
son had been treated with unmerited harsh- 
ness and injustice. Even Father Phelan, the 
learned advocate of the suspended clergyman, 
does not seem to be in possession 
of the evidence which was given before the 
judices causarum, and in justice to the ec- 
clesiastical court, which has been so severely 
criticised, the POsT-DISPATCH displays be- 
low the evidence upon which the suspension 
was ordered and the review refused: 

Mrs. Mary Donnelly, the ehief wit- 
ness against Father Gleeson, is 
a plaiu, unpretending Irishwoman living at 
4100 N. Second street. She seems to be an 
honest and is certainly a deeply religious 
woman, and her character is good. Her story 
as told toa reporter is as follows: ‘**The re- 
ports printed inthe papers have done me 
great injustice, and, joined to the manner in 
which nry neighbors have been persecuting 
me since this thing came out, [I bave almost 
been driven crazy by this case. I wish to 
God I had never seen Father Gleeson.”’ 

“How are your neighbors persecuting 

ouyY? 

‘*‘The whole parish is with Father Gleeson, 
and none of the respectable members of it 
willspeak to my husbandor myself—we 
have been regularly boycotted—while the 
rif-raf will come to the door and callin: 
‘You ain’t putting on as much style as when 


you were Keeping 4 —— for 
Father Gleeson.’ ‘There’s a curse 
on . everybody who interferes with 


a priest rightor wrong, but the truth is the 
truth, and’‘l’il swearon the sacrament that 
everything I have said about Father Gleeson 
is true.” ‘ 
“Tell me exactly what you testified to be- 
fore Bishop Ryan when he examined you.” 
“Tn the first place, my husband and I kept 
still about Father Gleeson for more than two 


years. We knew how unlucky it was 
to have a priest’s curse on our- 
seives and our children, and besides 


that, he had threatened to make the town 
too hot to hold us. Sowe did nothing until 
the time came rouad for us to make our 
Easter duty, and ws wentto confession toa 
Redemptorist priest atthe Rock Church on 
Grand avenue. He would not give either of 
us absolution until we had gone to the 
Bishop and told what we knew about Father 
Gleeson. Still we were afraid to tell, and go 
we did not make our Easter duty that year. 
It was the same thing next year, and 
we’ being God-fearing Catholics, determined 
to see the bishop, which we did.’’ 

‘*What did you tel! bim?” 

**In September, 1877, I think it was, Father 
Gleeson came to me where I was living on 
Broadway and Ferry, and said he had a child 
in bis care, which was the son of a divorced 
woman who wanted to keep it from its 


father, and as I had so many ecbildren 
the boy would now be boticed 
among mine. He said he wouid 


pay me me well for my trouble, and he gave 
me $20 to move to Twelfth and Salisbury and 
put in some furniture which the boy would 
need. He told me to goto the Rock Church 
and I would meet a carriage with the boy in 
it, but instead Father Gieeson’s buggy came 
along withthe boy and its mother, whom 
Father Gleeson called ‘‘Mary,’ uriveni by 
Peter Meagher, the priest’s servant. The 
mother, whose name was Mary Ryap, 
came every few days to see 
the baby. That Christmas time _ the 
child got very sick, and one night both the 
motner and I thought it would diein spasms. 
Isaid, * Why not; send for a priest to read 
prayers over him,’. Which is the custom in 
our church, andshe said, ‘* Yes, send for 
I’'ather Gieeson and let him see his son die.’ 
Father Gleeson came and staid till 11 o’ clock, 
bathing and working with the child. 
The next Sunday’ night he came 
to the house, boy 
up and kissed he a 
fine boy’ said he, ‘Mary tola you it was 
mine, didn’t she?’ 

***No sir, ‘said I, for Ifcouldn’t believe my 
ears. [thought Mary was raving when she 
said what she had. 

***You wouldn’t believe a priest would do 
such a thing,’ said he, laughing “‘out Dll tell 
you what’s more,’ and then he admitted be- 
ing the father of the baby that [Mary after- 


wards had, and as e said, ‘which 
that fool Ryan thinks is =e his 
and I want you to help shieid Mary. Dil 


pay you well.’ I wasthat astonished I was 
ail of a tremble and 1 said nothing. Well,my 
husband came bome from Texas and went up 
to Louisiana, where they were building a 
bridge, and there hebeard all about Fath er 
Gleeson and tbis Mary Proctor, as she 
was called then. And when he _ came 
home be soon discovered all, though I never 
told him a word about it. And here I want 
to tell you that the boy was not called Kelly 
atall, as they say, but O’Brien. They never 
thought of that Kelly business till afterwards. 
When my husband came home Mrs. Ryan 
happened to be there. He wasin a terrible 
rage at me for wei a and ordered

band one dav said he was not going to have 
the boy with our children any more, and he 
Look it away from the house.

**Who did?”’ 

‘Father Gleason. He woke up my son Law- 
rence and screamed at him: ‘Dennelly 
has kidnapped my boy! I'll shoot him, d—n 
him, as soon as I see him,’ and he acted as 
though he was crazy. Just then my husband 
came down and Father Gleeson jumped at 
histhbroat. ‘D—n you,’ he yelled, ‘what have 
youdone with my child? They struggled 
for a minute, and then Father Gleeson let 
go of him and said, ‘his will drive me crazy. 
For God’s saketell me what have you done 
with my boy?’ 

‘+ *W hose child is it?? says my husband. 

***Oh, it’s mine,’ said he. *You know very 
well whose itis.’ And so my husband went 
and got the child, which he had left at a 
house five blocks away, and Father Gleeson 


kissed it and raved over it, and went 
on like mad. He seemed to 
come to his reason after a time 


and he begged my husband with tearsin his 
eyes nottogo to the Bishop. My husband 
said that all he wanted of him was to take bis 
child away, and he would say nothing, and 
he agreed to take the 4 away the next day. 
The next day I took the boy in Father Glee- 
son’s buggy to the parochial house, and found 


Mary Rvan_ there. Ste took Johnny 
up to Father Gleeson’s room and he 
came in ae little  Jater. He went 


up to her, put his arms around her and said, 
‘Well, my dear, here is your boy, after all,’ 
and then I heard him kiss, but whether he 
kissed her or the boy I could not swear.?’ 


‘*W as there nothing else?” 

“Of course. As soon as Mary 
Ryan found out that I knew 
all about it, she talked very freely 
tome. Sbetold methat Father Gleeson had 


betrayed ber while she was sick with the 
cholerain Louisiana, and that after that she 
had fallen so violently in love with him and 
he wiih ber thatthey would be willing to go 
to hell foreach other. She said that she only 


married Ryan to please Father 
Gleeson and to have ny chance 
to be near him, and she 


said toothat if she thought her next baby, 
which she was going to have, was Ryan’s and 
uot Gleeson’sa, she would drown it. When 
this second child was born, Father Gleeson 
gave me #25 to give Mary as he had no chance 
to giveit to her direetiy. He sent her baskets 
of fruit and boities of wine and was delighted 
when he heard the second chi'd wasa boy. He 
baptized this second child ‘Richard Gleeson 
Ryan. And when it died it was Father 
Gleeson that paid for the coflin and the 
funeral.’ 

“Did be bring her many thines?’? 

‘Yes, of course he did. That was what 


kept bim poor. Why, I remember one 
time he paid $20 for a set of 
false teeth for her. He was  aiways 
vetting her some little thing or other. She 


told me herself that she went to bis house by 
the Holy Name Church night after night, 
unknowonst to her sister, who was there alli 
the time as aservant. After the priest at the 
Rock Church refused us absolution and 
would not let us go to com- 
munion, my husband went to Father Gleeson 
and told him that he would have to gp tothe 
Bishop, as both he andI were afraid to be 
going without the sacrament so long, and 
Father Gleeson begged him to wait until he 
had coilected the pew rent in the church, then 
near due, andsaid he would get out of the 
parish and the town altogether, and we 
might tell whom they liked. So my husband 
waited again.” 
**And how about this charge of blackmail?” 
‘*That was allf the other way. Father 
Gleeson offered to buy a lot of ground on the 
hill for us, but my husband wouldn’t have 
it—he wanted nothing from him at all.” 
“and what have you to say to Kelly’s 
story??? 

“That if I can find out where Kelly is 
[ will have him arrested for perjury. 
Kelly is just a man they have got to father 


and thin. You heard how the Archbishop 
treated him. Why, they never thought of 
Kelly till this thing came out, The calied the 
child O’Brien, Johnny O’Brien, all the time, 
and any one who will look 1m tbe boy’s face 
can see itis Father Gleeson’s child plainly.” 
‘‘How did the bishop receive your story?” 
‘‘He doubted it at first, but the more he 
examined me, and examined other people ™ 
the more he believed it. When he found the 
baptism register at St. Vincent’s, and the 
baby’s name there, “John Patrick Gleeson,” 
and when he heard what was said in Louisi- 
ana, his mind was made up.”’ 

‘‘Where is Mary Ryan now?” 

‘*‘She is living out at Rinkelville. I don’t 
know whether she has the boy out there with 
her or not.”’ 

‘‘And your husband testified to all this 


also??? 

‘To all that he knew he did, sir. 
And to some things that I did 
pot know apything about. The Bishop 


seemed to be quite convinced.” 

“Who examined you?” 

“The Arcbbisyop was not there at all. 
There was just Bishop Ryan, the Vicar Gen- 
eral, Father Munisiepen, 1 believe it was,and 
Father Ziegler.” 

“And you say they are boycotting you up 
in the parish of the Holy Name?” 

“They are, sir. | am going to see if the 
Bishop wili not give me a note to be read out 
from the altar, telling the people that we 
could not help telling what we knew, or go- 
ing without the sacraments of the church. I 
think he will doit for us. for we are being 
punished for what isn’t our fault.” 

The above, Mrs. Donneily repeated over 
and over again, was the exact substance of the 
tesiimouy which she gave to Bishop Ryan 
and the judices causarum, and upon which 
the suspension of Father Gleeson was order- 
ed by the Archbishop. It is with sincere re- 
gret that anything further is published in 
this case. Father Gieeson’s parishioners and 
his many friends are so confident of 
his innocence and so certain of his vindica- 
tion that a great deal of harsh criticism has 
been directed against the Archbishop and 
other members of the Catholic hierarchy. To 
exonerate these reverend gentlemen from the 
charges made against them of hasty and in- 
considerate action, the whole story is given.

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THE GAMBLERS’ CASES. 


Those on the Docket of Cady’s Court 
Continued Generally. 


There have been forty-one cases against 
various persons charged with keeping gam- 
bling houseson the docket of the Court 
of Criminal Correction for the past six 
weeks ortwo months. Fom time to time 
they would make an appearance on the trial 
docket only to relegate to oblivion on motion 
either of the State’s counsel or by 


the gamblers themselves. For some time 
they were continued to await Judge Laugh- 
lin’s decision, and when that came the cases 
stood on apparently avery insecur@ oasis. . 
When the Supreme Court decision came it 
was supposed that an instillation of new life 
would be made into the Court of Correction 
cases. This morning they again appeared on 
the docket to the number of forty-three, 
two new cases having been added to the list 
by the arrest of Henry Emery and Joe Mc- 
Carron on the charge of beating a man named 
O. J. Condy out of $275 some two weeks #g0 
while the latter was drunk. When they were 
called Prosecuting Attorney Hogan sent a 
messenger for Cnief of Police Kennett, 
and when that gentleman came _ into 
the court-room ai short consultation 
was had between thetwo. Thereeult of it 
was that Mr. Hogan arore and asked Judge 
Cady to continue allof tbe cases generally, 
which virtually disposesofthem. Mr. Hogan 
was asked why he had concluded to thus dis- 
pose ofthem. He said the Chief had in- 
formed him that all of the cases had been 
before the grand “jury and that 
body had taken cognizance of them: 
soit was useless to continue them in that 
court. Besides there werejnot now a sufficient 
number of witnesses attendingjin the Court of 
Criminal Correction to make the cases stick, 
There are already enough cases on the docket 
of the Criminal Court to effectually dispose 
ofthe question upon thsir trial, many of 
these cases in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion being against persons already under in- 
dictment.
